THE FIRST CASE of COVID-19 appeared in the 
U.S. in January 2020. It spread rapidly, and the 
World Health Organization declared it a pandemic 

in March. The number of deaths and those infected 
continued to climb into the summer, hitting a peak 
in July and August. The rush was on to develop a 
vaccine as the number of deaths continued to rise. 
The U.S. Department of Health and Human Services 
started “Operation Warp Speed” on May 15. By mid- 
December, people began to receive the first vaccines. 
To handle the monumental task of vaccinating every 
American, mass vaccination sites like this one at Cal 
State in Los Angeles popped up across the country. 


POST-INAUGURAL FIREWORKS concluding a primetime

replaced inaugural balls, and millions of Americans tuned in for 

C i A N G = speeches and live performances. The fireworks finale lit the skies 
above D.C. and was shared with viewers everywhere. Interest in the 

election was high from the start; more than 159 million Americans 
voted in November, many waiting in lines for hours. JOSEPH 
ROBINETTE BIDEN JR. was sworn in as the 46th President of 

the United States on Jan. 20. Because of the COVID pandemic, 
attendance at the inaugural ceremony was limited to members 

of Congress and a guest. MAKING IT OFFICIAL with a speech 
telecast from the South Lawn of the White House in August, 
President Donald Trump accepts the Republican nomination to 

run for a second term. While a number of other Republicans had 
indicated an interest or begun campaigns, the Trump/Pence ticket 
secured the nomination on March 17, 2020. ON JAN. 6, the same 
day Congress met to officially count and certify the Electoral 
College vote, President Trump held a rally near the White House. 
Trump and some followers continued to believe the election was 
stolen and could be overturned. After the speech, many marched to 
and stormed the Capitol, breaking in and ransacking offices. 

Five people died and more than 140 were injured as a result.

SUPREME COURT JUSTICE Ruth Bader 
Ginsburg died Sept. 18 at the age of 87. She 
continued on the court until her death, despite 
several bouts of cancer. In her 27 years on the 
nation’s highest court, she championed women’s 
rights, earning her celebrity status and the 
nickname “The Notorious RBG.” She was the first 
woman to lie in state at the United States Capitol. 


JUSTICE GINSBURG’S DEATH set up a gia 4 OOPS : 
battle for her seat on the Supreme Court. While AeA aie Pe A 


Republicans wanted to replace her before the 
presidential election, Democrats wanted to 
delay the process and let the next president 
make the nomination. In the end, Amy Coney 
Barrett was appointed by a 52-48 vote in 
October in the Republican-led Senate, marking 
the first time in modern times that there were 
no affirming votes from the minority party 


AS THE PANDEMIC SPREAD in the spring of 2020, state 
and local authorities instituted restrictions to stop the spread. 
Restaurants, theaters, gyms, stores and schools closed. 
People were urged to maintain social distance of six feet from 
others, wash their hands frequently and wear face masks. 
Unemployment soared to nearly 15 percent. In March 2020, 
Congress passed the CARES (Coronavirus Aid, Relief and 
Economic Security) Act which provided direct payments of 
$1,200 to most Americans and an additional $600 per week 
in unemployment benefits. 


MANY FIRSTS were 
marked by Kamala Harris's 
vice presidential election. 
As the first woman, the 
first African American 

and the first South Asian 
American to be elected 

to the office, Harris's 
oft-repeated quote, “| may 
be the first, but | won't 

be the last,” symbolized 
the significance of her 
position. In 2019, Harris 
had entered the race for 
president herself. After she 
withdrew from the race in 
March 2020, she endorsed 
Biden and — in August — 
she was announced as his 
running mate. 


THOUGH THE BLACK LIVES MATTER 
movement was born in 2013, it returned to 
prominence in May 2020 with the death of 
George Floyd at the hands of Minneapolis police 
officers. Floyd’s death sparked protests In cities 
across the country. THE DEATHS of several 
black people by police caused protests to grow, 
prompting the chant “Say their names,” and 
protests continued into the summer. They peaked 
on June 6 when half a million people turned out 
in nearly 550 locations across the U.S 
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HAPPENINGS AROUND THE GLOBE 


PRINCE HARRY AND MEGHAN began 2020 
by announcing that they would be stepping down 
as senior royals and work to become financially 
independent. In a statement, they also said they 
planned to divide their time between the UK and 
North America. The decision came as a surprise 
to the Royal Family, and Buckingham Palace 
said other royals were hurt and disappointed 

by the couple’s statement. In February 2021, 
just days after the announcement they were 
expecting a second child, the Duke and Duchess 
of Sussex confirmed they would not be returning 
to royal service, which meant they would lose 
their royal patronages. Harry’s honorary military 
appointments would be redistributed “among 
working members of The Royal Family.” 


WILD, WILD

WILDFIRES RAVAGED the West Coast, destroying more than five 
million acres and marking the worst fire season in 18 years. In Australia, 
bush fires that began in 2019 continued to burn, scorching 46 million 
acres before heavy rains brought them under control in March 2020. 
THE WEATHER MADE HEADLINES with record-setting heat, cold 
and hurricane seasons Causing extensive damage like this sinkhole 

in Mexico. Atlantic hurricanes caused an estimated $60-65 billion in 
damages in the U.S. Other weather phenomena included a cold snap 

in Florida that caused iguanas to fall from trees, and snow in Antarctica 
that turned red from algae that thrives in cold climates. 


THE COVID-19 PANDEMIC 
dominated world news as the virus 
raced around the globe from its 
origin in Wuhan, China, beginning 
late in 2019. By March 2021, it had 
claimed 2.5 million lives worldwide 
with nearly 115 million confirmed 
cases. The United States, Brazil and 
India saw the highest numbers of 
confirmed cases. With the quick 
development of vaccines, countries 
around the world hoped to flatten the 
curve before several variants could 
cause another surge. The introduction 
of vaccines along with the continued 
use of protective measures resulted 
in a drop in new cases beginning in 
February 2021. 


IN AN EFFORT to help slow the spread of the COVID-19 
pandemic, countries all over the globe began closing their 
borders to non-citizens. The borders between the U.S. and 
both Canada and Mexico remained closed to all non-essential 
travel. Beginning in July, entry to the European Union by 
non-EU citizens was only permitted for countries that were 
deemed safe by the EU council. Each country made the 
decision about who was allowed to enter, and most asked 
travelers to quarantine for 14 days upon arrival. 

FOR THE FIRST TIME EVER, the Olympic Games were 
postponed for a reason other than war. Because of the 
pandemic, the Tokyo 2020 Olympics scheduled for the 
summer were moved out to the summer of 2021. 

SUPPLY CHAINS around the world were severely disrupted 
because of the pandemic. The temporary shutdown of 
factories in China caused disruptions in the supply of products 
to U.S. markets beginning in February 2020. Temporary trade 
restrictions and shortages of pharmaceuticals, critical medical 
supplies and other products highlighted the weaknesses in 
the supply chain. As a result, global firms were expected to 
diversify their supply chains in the future. 


UNRELENTING 
MONSOONS in Pakistan 
killed thousands and 
drove millions from their 
homes when record and 
near-record rainfall began 
in June and continued 
through August. Affecting 
more than 20 million 
people and destroying a 
million acres of crops, the 
flooding lasted nearly three 
months, damaging power 
plants, roads and railways 


TWO FOR TWO 


THE ONLY U.S. PRESIDENT to be impeached 
twice, Donald Trump was acquitted both times. 
The first impeachment was for abuse of power 
and obstruction of justice for which Trump was 
acquitted on Feb. 5, 2020. The second acquittal on 
charges of inciting an insurrection, resulting from 
the Jan. 6 attack on the Capitol Building, came 
just over a year later, after Trump had left office.

LEAVE OF EU 


THE UNITED KINGDOM 
officially exited the European Union 
on Jan. 31, 2020, but a year-long 
transition period meant no official 
changes would take place before 
Dec. 31. The two sides were 

able to hammer out a final trade 
deal just one week before the 

end of the year. The deal set the 
framework for trade between the 
two sides once the UK officially 
left the EU single market. The deal 
included continued zero-tariff and 
zero-quota access for the UK, the 
end to free movement and the 
reintroduction of border controls 
between the UK and EU member 
states. Many other aspects still 
remained to be negotiated over 
the coming months and years, but 
the deal covered the fundamental 
trade parameters and prevented 
the massive disruption of a no-deal 
outcome, something both sides 
sought to avoid. 
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WILDFIRES FROM WASHINGTON TO 
CALIFORNIA killed at least 40 people 

and destroyed more than five million acres, 
beginning in the spring and burning into the 
fall of 2020. This marked the worst fire season 
in 18 years, according to scientists. Across 

the globe in Australia, firefighters continued 

to battle bush fires in Queensland and the 
Northern Territory. Fires in New South Wales 
in late 2019 and 2020 devastated the koala 
population, killing at least 5,000 and destroying 
about a quarter of their habitat 


THE 2020 ATLANTIC hurricane season was the most active 
on record. All but one of the total 31 tropical cyclones became 
named storms. Thirteen of those ultimately developed into 
hurricanes, and six intensified into major hurricanes. One, 
Hurricane lota, attained a Category 5 rating. The high number 
of storms required the use of Greek-lettered names for the first 
time since 2005. Of the 30 named storms, 12 made landfall 
in the U.S., breaking the record of nine set in 1916. Scientists 
blamed the unprecedented activity on La Nina conditions. 


IN WYLIE, TEXAS, 
outside the Dallas-Fort 
Worth area, a volunteer 
prepares sacks of food to 
take to a shelter. Power 
outages, followed by 

a water shortage, in 
addition to burst water 
pipes that flooded 
homes, drove people to 
seek shelter. The Fort 
Worth area got freezing 
rain followed by snow on 
Feb. 11, causing a 133- 
car pile-up that killed 
five people on Interstate 
35W and closed the road 
for nearly 24 hours. 


A FOOT OF SNOW in Dallas was followed by another 
round of snow and cold just four days later, dumping 
wintery precipitation from Texas to the streets of New 
York City. At least 60 deaths were the result of the storm. 
Parts of Tennessee and the Carolinas dealt with freezing 
rain, and tornadoes touched down in North Carolina and 
Georgia. WINTER WEATHER BATTERED the eastern 
half of the U.S. in February 2021. Large sections of 
Texas — the hardest hit state — were left without power 
for days in single-digit temperatures as the power grid 
overloaded and power plants experienced weather- 
based outages. At the peak of the outage, 4.3 million 
Texans were without power. Water pipes froze and burst, 
flooding houses. As the power came back on, another 
crisis developed: No water. Fourteen million people 
were under a boil order, and lines like this one formed as 
people waited to get bottled water. Many families had to 
resort to melting snow for their water. Even after power 
was restored to some, rolling outages continued across 
the state as power production remained inadequate. 
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PEOPLE RACED 

to buy food and 
supplies ahead of 
February's storms, 
leaving grocery 
shelves like these in 
Plano, Texas, bare. 
The first storm on Feb. 
11 swept northeast 
and hit the East Coast. 
A second storm a few 
days later dumped 
more snow on Texas 
and freezing rain 
through Tennessee and 
the Carolinas before 
blasting cities as far 
west as Chicago with 
additional snow. 


AS IF THE COVID PANDEMIC wasn't enough, 2020 set a costly 
disaster record. The National Oceanic and Atmospheric Administration 
said that 22 separate billion-dollar weather disasters impacted the U.S. in 
2020. Disasters with damage estimates of at least $1 billion far surpassed 
the record number of 16 billion-dollar disasters occurring in both 2011 
and 2017. All but two of the disasters occurred east of the Rockies with 
only the record-breaking wildfire season and the expansive drought 
affecting the western-most parts of the nation. 


SCIENTISTS SUCCESSFULLY 
cloned an endangered black-footed 
ferret like the one pictured using 
preserved cells from a wild anima 
that died more than 30 years ago. 
This marks the first time a native 
endangered species has been 
cloned in America. Named Elizabeth 
Ann, she was born Dec. 10 ata 
Colorado conservation center. If al 
goes well, her grandchildren could 
be reintroduced into the wild as 
soon as 2024. 


JUPITER AND 
SATURN, the two 
largest planets in the 
solar system, traveled 
so close to each other 
on Dec. 21, the winter 
solstice, that they 
appeared to be glowing 
as one bright star, 
earning the nickname 
the “Christmas Star.” 
Although the planets 
pass close to each 
other approximately 
every 20 years, they 
usually pass within one 
degree of each other. 
The 2020 meeting was 
just 0.1 degree apart. 
The once-in-a-lifetime 
event hasn't occurred 
since March 4, 1226, 
and the phenomenon 
won't happen again 
until 2080.

THE GREATEST MEDICAL ACHIEVEMENT 

of 2020 was arguably the COVID vaccine. Both 
Pfizer and Moderna received Emergency Use 
Authorization from the FDA in early December, 
paving the way for vaccinations to begin. 

The first to receive the vaccine were frontline 
healthcare workers. Next came those older than 
75 who were considered at higher risk. Demand 
was so great that more and more locations 
opened up like this one at Greater Bethel 
Missionary Baptist Church in Tampa. Personnel 
like paramedics helped ease the burden of 
medical workers in giving the shots. 

LONG LINES FORMED at vaccination sites 
across the country, just as they had previously 
when waiting for tests to determine whether 
they were infected or not. People lined up for 
hours to get their shots, and states opened up 
sports venues and convention centers as mega- 
sites to handle the overwhelming response. 
Some people even traveled to states with looser 
restrictions to be vaccinated sooner. 
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VACCINATION LOCALES expanded beyond local 
health departments when retailers like Walmart, 
CVS and Walgreens joined the effort to keep up with 
demand. One problem facing all locations was the 
need for the Pfizer vaccine to be stored at -94 degrees 
Fahrenheit and to be used within 24 hours of thawing. 
Moderna’s vaccine required storage at -4 degrees 
Fahrenheit and could be refrigerated up to a week 
after thawing. VACCINE DEVELOPMENT took an 
average of 10-15 years under normal circumstances. 
But as the pandemic swept across the country, the 
U.S. Department of Health and Human Services 
started “Operation Warp Speed.” The program made 
hefty funds available for development and purchased 
vaccine allotments ahead of production. With more 
than 1,000 vaccines in development, Moderna and 
Pfizer established themselves as leaders in the race, 
beginning clinical trials mid-summer. By late February, 
Johnson & Johnson's single-dose vaccine received 
FDA approval as well. 


ALL U.S. CELLULAR CARRIERS launched some form of 5G in 2020, 
giving them more options in terms of airwaves. The move opened up 
high-band, short-range airwaves and could run on any frequency, leading 
to three different kinds of 5G experiences: low, middle and high. 

Only 5G apps would make a noticeable difference for users. 


STAY-AT-HOME ORDERS — 
issued in most states in the spring of 
2020 in response to the pandemic 
— prompted a reduction of in-person 
doctor visits, so telemedicine gained 
in popularity. The CDC sawa 154 
percent increase from March 2019 
to March 2020. The practice not 
only facilitated social distancing but 
also helped cut down on the need 
for PPE for medical personnel. 


IN 2020, Apple announced that in 2021 its iPhone operating system 
iOS14 would require users to give permission for ad tracking, requiring 
users to do so app by app. Tech-giant Facebook gathered a great deal 
of information about its users via the app and complained that Apple 
would be damaging small businesses who used Facebook's app to 
advertise to their customers. In addition, Facebook claimed it could also 
face up to a 60 percent drop in income due to the change in Apple’s 
privacy policy. In response, Apple said companies like Facebook would 
still be welcome to continue tracking users, so long as those users had 
a choice in the matter

IN THEIR FIFTH CONSECUTIVE appearance in the College ™ 
Football Playoffs National Championship, the Alabama 
Crimson Tide defeated the Ohio State Buckeyes, 52-24, 

at Hard Rock Stadium in Miami Gardens, Florida. The win 
gave Coach Nick Saban his seventh national championship, 
breaking the record for the most championships by a 
Division | football coach. Alabama’s DeVonta Smith was 
awarded the Heisman Trophy, the first wide receiver in 

29 years to win the award. THE LOS ANGELES LAKERS 
defeated the Miami Heat, 4-2, in the best-of-seven NBA 
championship. Because of the pandemic, the tournament 
was played in a “bubble” at Walt Disney World’s ESPN 
Wide World of Sports Complex. Only family members and 
longstanding personal friends were allowed on the NBA 
campus. MASTERING THE GREENS after a delay of more 
than seven months, Dustin Johnson won the Masters 
Tournament's coveted green jacket with a record score of 
268, 20-under-par and five strokes ahead of his closest 
competitor. Johnson, ranked as the top golfer in the world 
in 2020, was also voted the top PGA Tour Player of the 
Year for the second time in his career. THE LOS ANGELES 
DODGERS won their first championship in 32 years with a 
3-1 victory over the Tampa Bay Rays in Game 6. The World 
Series was played at Globe Life Field in Arlington, Texas, 
making it the first series played at a neutral site — and the 
first since 1944 to be played at only one ballpark. 


Series on Nov. 8 at Phoenix Raceway. At nearly 
25 years old, Elliott became the third youngest 
Cup Series champion. He led for a race-high

COVID POSTPONED the 2021 Australian 
Open in Melbourne, a Grand Slam tennis 
tournament, for three weeks, delaying it until 
Feb. 8-21. Naomi Osaka (above) claimed her 
fourth Grand Slam title, defeating Jennifer Brady 
in straight sets in women’s singles. In men’s 
singles, Novak Djokovic defended his title, 
winning his 18th Grand Slam.

“Nomadland,” nominated 
for four Golden Globes (winning Best 
Drama and Best Director), opened both in 
theaters and on Hulu on Feb. 19. 


WITH MOVIE THEATERS closed because 

of the pandemic, streaming services became 

a new place to see first-run movies. Apple 

TV picked up Tom Hanks’ film “Greyhound,”

HBO Max at the same time they premiered in 
theaters.

its 74-year history. THE MUSIC WORLD 

lost a legendary guitarist with the death of 
Eddie Van Halen on Oct. 6 at the age of 65. The 
founder of Van Halen had battled lung cancer 
for years. Eddie formed the band in 1972 with 
his brother on drums, Michael Anthony on bass 
and David Lee Roth on vocals. His son Wolfgang 
joined the band in 2006.

ZOOM BECAME A FAVORED form of communication for 
everything from business meetings and virtual learning to 

visits among friends and family during months of stay-at-home 
orders. Daily downloads in early 2020 increased 30 times over 
the previous year. According to Zoom, users spiked to 200 
million in March 2020, up from 10 million four months earlier. 
SHORTAGES ON ITEMS like toilet paper, bleach, disinfectant 
wipes and hand sanitizer became an unwelcome trend early 

on and continued to some degree throughout the pandemic. 
Although people were urged not to hoard and stockpile, empty 
store shelves recurred. Stores resorted to limiting the number of 
paper products and cleaning supplies people could buy at one time. 
AS RESTAURANTS CLOSED for in-person dining and authorities 
issued stay-at-home orders, home delivery services soared. Grub Hub 
and Uber Eats delivered take out from local restaurants while Door 
Dash and Shipt delivered orders to people who shopped from a list 
submitted online. SWEATS AND YOGA PANTS became not only 
acceptable but fashionable during the pandemic, and even Jennifer 
Lopez, shown here in green sweats, followed the trend. When 
people worked from home, kids attended school from home and 
everything shut down, comfort became an option — and a priority. 
THE COVID-19 PANDEMIC determined many trends for the year. 
The CDC first advised the public to wear masks in early April 2020. 
Following the recommendation, all but 12 states later issued mask 
mandates. According to Dr. Anthony Fauci, chief medical advisor to 
President Biden, masks may be necessary through 2022. 
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THE LIVE ROCK AND ROLL Hall of Fame Induction 
Ceremony was replaced with a special on HBO due to the 
pandemic.

VACCINATIONS BEGAN in December 2020, 
but the rollout was plagued with high demand 
and limited supplies.
